Command headquarters in Colorado 
Springs, Col.,.confirmed the launch 
and said the satellite is flying 
regularly over the United States. 


; The launch indicated China’ now 

~ has the capability of building and 
delivering intercontinental ballistic 
missiles.

With the successful launch, China 
joins the. United States, Russia, 
France and Japan in the space club.

China became the world’s: fifth 
nuclear power. in. 1964 and test-fired 
its first nuclear-tipped guided missile 
Oct, 27,°1966. Its first H-bomb test 
was carried out June 17, 1967. 


The official New \China News 


Agency said the 381 - pound ‘satellite 
broadcasts its music at’ a frequency 
of 20.009 megacycles. 


The agency said .the. satellite’s 


orbit ranges from 273 miles to 1,480 - 


miles above the earth at an angle to 
the equator of 68.5 degrees. 


“The ‘successful launching of the 
satellite marks a good beginning in 
the development of. China’s space 
technology,” the agency added. “It is 
a great victory for Mao Tse-tung 


thought and another . fruitful 
result. of the great cultural 
revolution.” ; 


The announcement of the launch- 


ing gave no further technical details, 
nor did it say where the satellite was 
launched or with what type rotketry.

The launching is likely to add to 
worries in the West over China’s 
already known capability to produce 
nuclear weapons. The question for 
some time has been how the Chinese 
would deliver them’to a target.

federal government report on 
the British Columbia towboat 
industry says 80 per cent of

Copies of the report, plainly 
labelled “‘secret’’ on its front 
cover, were released Friday 
night to reporters by mem- 
bers of the Canadian Mer- 
chant Service Guild, which 
obtained access to it earlier 
in the week.

QUEBEC—The federal 
government entered 
Quebec’s ’ election cam- 
paign, through the back 
door ‘Friday, spurred to 
action by the spectre of 
significant separatist 
gains in next Wednes- 
day’s balloting. 

A newsletter, published by 
the. Quebec wing of the 
Liberal Party of Canada and 


clearly inspired if not written 
by Ottawa, was distributed 


' Friday. It indicates that Que- 


bec derives more from con- 
federation than it contributes. 

Prime Minister. Trudeau, 
who outwardly has avoided 
entry into the Quebec cam- 
paign, is believed to feel that 
the apparent rise of the 
separatist Parti Quebecois is 
based more on a_ protest 
against existing conditions 
than on any wave of true 
separatist feeling. 

But newspaper polls pub- 
lished this week take some of 
the credulity from that 
stance. + 


MOMENTUM SEEN 


Results of Separate surveys 
published today in three Mont- 
real papers, while discounted 
by some observers as not 
likely to reflect next week’s 
vote results accurately, do 
show the separatist move- 
ment is gaining momentum. 

All three show Robert Bou- 
rassa’s Liberal party taking 
the largest segment of the 
popular vote, followed closely 
by Rene Levesque’s Parti 
Quebecois.

“There is considerable evi- 
dence, of crews following 
unsafe ship naviagation prac- 
tices and rendering ship 
safety. equipment ineffective," 
said the report. 

‘Unguarded machinery and 
unsafe condition of tools and 
equipment are commonly 
apparent—on- all -types of 
vessels. Crew members fre- 
quently expose themselves 
needlessly to hazardous condi- 
tions, within sight of their 
master or mate, who in turn 
either do not recognize the 
hazard or fail to take any 
corrective action.” 


LIFEJACKETS 


The report says that at 
least 40 per cent of crew 
members do not wear life- 
jackets, others wear them 
incorrectly, and at least 10

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad 
(Reuters) — Prime Minister 
Eric Williams, 58, has often 
been at the centre of contro- 
versy. 


But until the current Black’ 


Power . crisis hit the tourist- 
oriented islands of Trinidad and 
Tobago, the stocky, quiet-spo- 
ken government leader main- 
tained a 14-year rule over a del- 
icately balanced mixture of 
races With few signs of trouble. 

Of African extraction, Wil- 
liams fought and won elections 
in 1956 at the head of his newly- 
formed People's National Move- 
ment. His election campaign 
was largely waged on a plat- 
form calling for a better deal 
for the sugar workers. 


‘The sugar workers 
largely of East Indian stock, an 
element which comprises over 
35 per cent of the population. 
About 40 per cent is Negro and 
18 per cent of mixed race. The 
remainder are whites, Chinese | 
and Lebanese-Syrian. 

Many new factories were at- 
tracted to Trinidad because of 
Williams’ generous tax conces- 
sions to foreign investors. Politi- 
cal opponents have seized upon 
this to criticize him for permit- 
ting foreign financial groups to 
exert undue influence on the 
country. 

SOURCE OF TROUBLE

Williams was a brilliant 
scholar before turning to poli- 
tics, having studied at Oxford 
University from where he gradu- 
ated in 1932 with first-class 
honors and a bachelor of arts 
degree in history and political 
science, 

He also taught at Howard 
University at Washington, D.C.,| 
from 1939 to 1948, eventually be- 
coming professor of political 
science. 


He is the author of several 


histories and other works about} 


the West Indies. He earned his 
doctor of philosophy degree in 
1938 with a controversial thesis 
entitled Capitalism and Slavery, 
arguing that Britain freed the 
West Indian slaves more for 
economic than for humanitarian 
reasons. . 
Williams has been married 
three times and has a daughter, 
Erica, by his sécond marriage.

That should not inflict 
much hardship on sports fishermen 
excluded from the area. But the 
point is that British Columbia has 
been caught napping. The province 
can ill afford to wait until some 
other authority draws the hazard to 
its notice by dramatic action — and 
it can afford no complacent assump- 
tion that problems afflicting other 
pollution-ridden areas can’t happen 
here. We need active and continuing 
pollution inspection and control. 


One Vote 


French-speaking rural voters are 
vastly over-represented. Canada 
and British Columbia moved in 
recent years to remedy similar 
numerical inconsistencies. 

The Lesage Liberal government 
recommmended a- redistribution 
system that would have ensured 
that the number of voters in each 
Quebec riding would not exceed or 
fall short of the provincial average 
by more than 25 per cent. No action 
was taken. On April 29 it will be 
possible for the Union Nationale to 
win re-election with as little as 30 
per cent of the popular vote. On the 
other hand, the separatists theoreti- 
cally could win 15 to 20 per cent of 
the popular vote and not. elect one 
member. Such discrepancies in a 
democratic system can encourage a 
“parliament of the streets” with all 
its excesses.

Tomorrow's Possibility 


—What—is—unrealistic—today,—however, 
can become realistic tomorrow. There is 
a slight element of flexibility in this 
latest Soviet stance, and the United 
States has been seeking to explore the 
possibilities. 

The logic of events is impelling. What 
the Communists. say they want for 
Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia is, in each 
place, the same: neutralism and coali- 
tion. 

. Frustration and war-weariness being 
what they are in the United States, many 
Americans now would be prepared to 
buy such a settlement. — even if they 
feared it might lead thereafter to 
Communist rule. 

There is, therefore, a basis for 
negotiation. The ostensible objective of 
the Reds coincides with the minimum 
settlement acceptable to-many Ameri- 
cans. 


But it would be extremely difficult to 
negotiate such a peace for Vietnam 
alone. The fanatic resistance of the 
Saigon regime is only one of the major 
obstacies. For peace to be conceivable 
on this basis, it would have to be part 
of a package which blurred the 
humiliation and defeat it would repre- 
sent for President Thieu. oe 

It would also have to contain 
provisions which would make a sub- 
sequent Communist takeover in Saigon 
difficult. The minister of the interior in a 
new government, for example, the man

not satisfy the rebels. The angry mobs 
slunk back at nightfall to their’ affluent 
homes where every imaginable luxury 
was supplied without charge by the state 
and, in most cases, no children disturbed 
their peace.

Commission). In a five-volume white 
paper, written by a distinguished 
authority named Edgar Benson (now a 
rather old man but still vigorous and, as 
his critics complained, immortal) babies 
were defined in the taxation laws as 
capital gains and taxed accordingly. 

Careless of these stern penalties, 
people continued to want children. 
Defying the state inspectors, the vast 
army of spies and the death sentence for 
illegal parenthood, children continued to 
appear mysteriously. They brought high 
prices on the black market, and even on

A pleasant day’s outing is available to 
those who drive to Cowichan Lake and 
view the changes of scenery along the 
way: 

After you leave Duncan the road 
turns and twists with the Cowichan 
Valley on one side and on the other, 
the high mountain range. 

This large expanse of valley floor is 
now covered with a_ natural forest 
growth composed of Douglas fir, hem: 

ockmaple-and-red-alders.—— 

It seems such a short time ago that 
this area. was a desolation of burnt 
stumps and bald, standing snags. Even 
now some ‘of the old snags that are 
almost covered stand out like sentinels, 
warning us of fires that can and do 
destroy more timber than we harvest. 

The vegetation is different in many 
ways from that of the Victoria area for 
there are very few flowers in bloom at 
present, no Easter lilies or sea blush to 
give color. But there is an abundance of 
huckleberry and elders growing along 
the banks as well as horsetails. 

Pass through the village and go down 
to the lake shore where the Kiwanis have 
their camp close to the water. Here 
there are many surprises. This land was 
logged off many years ago and now it is 
covered with a-« new forest of fir, 
hemlock, a heavy growth of alder and

some maples. This is a true natural re- 
establishment of an inland, water-side 
forest.

Human dignity is not 


solely a political concept: It 
has as much to do with 
personal privacy as with 
codified rights. 


People are not fit subjects 
for exploitation — whether in 
terms of their labor, their 
minds, or their bodies. They 
are not anomalies of medicine 
or scaffoldings for the display 
of private parts. 

The -fact that people will 
rise to defend their personal 
integrity is a basic element in 
the present situation. ‘ 

Neither should we under-

What ‘is happening, if we 
read the signs correctly, is 
that considerations of privacy 
and good taste are proving to & 
be not as trivial as the 
exploiters tend to think. 


U.S. Indochina Myth 


‘Grand Scale Madness’ 


It simply does not matter 
very much for the U.S., in 
cold, unadorned strategic 
terms, who rules the states of 
Indochina. Nor does it matter 
all that terribly to the inhabi- 
tants. 

At the risk of being accused 
of every sin from racism to 
Communism, I stress the 
irrelevance of ideology to 
poor and backward popula- 
tions, 

Someday, perhaps, it will 
matter, in what one hopes 
will be a constructive: and 
utilitarian way. 


Schools, Seeds 


But in the meantime, what 
earthly difference does it 
make to nomadic tribes or 
uneducated subsistence farm- 
ers, in Vietnam or Laos or 
the north of Thailand, 
whether they have a military 
dictator, a royal prince, or-a 
socialist commissar in some 
distant capital that they have 
never seen and may never 
even have heard of? 

At their current stage of 
undevelopment these  popula- 
tions have more basic re- 
quirements. They need gov- 
ernments- which will provide 
medical services and educa- 
tion, fertilizer, high - yield 
seeds and instruction in how 
to use them.

The main secret in procur- 
ing good leeks is the manner 
in which they are planted, 
and the meéthod used in 
Scotland and in most market 
gardens in worth following. 

After the soil has been well 
worked and levelled a dibber 
is used to make three-quarter- 
inch holes about eight or ten 
inches. deep, and the seedling 
‘leeks are dropped into these 
holes completely out of sight. 

When the holes are com- 
pleted and the seedlings 
dropped in, a light watering 
will wash sufficient soil down 
around the roots, and the job 
is finished. 

The holes can be six to nine 
inches apart unless you are 
out for record size, in which 
case 12 to 18 inches will be 
necessary. ‘ 


Setting the seedlings deep 
into the soil does away with 
the need for blanching the 
stems before lifting, for it is 
the white part of the leek, not 
the green leaves, that is 
eaten. 

As mentioned at the begin- 
ning of this article, the 
culture of onions is just the 
opposite. To grow good onions 
and ripen them successfully, 
thé bulbs must always be 
above the soil and in the sun. 


Onion seedings are set 
just deep enougir in the sail to 
hold the plants-upright. When 
the roots have taken hold and 
bulbs begin to-form the ‘soil is 
worked away from the plants 


at each. cultivation, leaving |

When this 
stage is reached the bulbs 
must neyer have more water 
than is in the soil, Even a 
rainstorm can spoil the crop. 

What happens when natural 
ripening. starts is this: the 
outer layers of scales begin 
hardening, the -neck shrinks 
and the leaves lose color and 
begin to wilt. 

If water reaches the roots 
at this stage, growth com- 
mences again at the centre of 
the bulb, and either ruptures 
the hardened scales, or when 
the scales are too hard, 
forces its way into the neck of 
the bulb producing what is 
called “‘bull-necks’’. 


A bulb with ruptured scales 
(indicated by bulges) or with 
a bull-neck is not for storage, 
and is useless for showing in 
a fall show. 


Custenine in areas of un- 
favorable onion climate have 
resorted to many schemes for 


obtaining some measure of-

One method often seen in 
books is to bend over the 
foliage and break some of the 
roots: Just bending the foliage 
is not sufficient, the idea is to 
break the fibres in order to 
lessen the food supply from 
the leaves and thus induce 
ripening, but this will not 
‘make good onions unless the 
bulbs have reached full size 
for the variety being grown. 

Roots are broken by push- 
ing each bulb to one side, 
repeating every four or five 
days from a different angle 
until all roots are broken and 
the. bulbs frée. ae

used for onions must be 
carefully ‘planned so that

Regarding fertilizer, both 
onions and leeks take a bulb 
or potato fertilizer the same 
as used for the daffodils in 
spring.

Cook Exploration Marked 


By ROBERT G. OLIPHANT 


On April 20, the Common- 
wealth of Australia released 
six c leverly-designed pic- 
torials celebrating the 200th 
anniversary of Capt. Cook's 
exploration of their eastern 
coast. 


In 1768, Capt. James Cook 
(1728-79) sailed from England, 
in command of an expedition, 
in the 370-ton vessel En- 
deavour. The main purpose of 
that expedition was to ob- 
serve the forthcoming transit 
of the planet Venus. After 
witnessing the transit of July 
3, 1769, ait Tahiti, Cook went 
on to explore New Zealand's 
coasts. ‘ 


Sailing westward, he 
sighted Australia in April, 
1770,‘and later in that month, 
Botany Bay was discovered, 
and there Cook made his first * 
landing on Australian soil.

Australia's Cook Bicen- 
tenary issue consists of five 5- 
cent values, a 30-cent value, 
and an imperforate miniature 
sheet containing the six 
stamps. The 5-cent stamps

giving preference to those 
magazines which already 
have high sales, ‘including 
necessarily those which they 
distribute in the United 
States.

Disturbing View 


From Top Court

The first amendment to the United States Constitu- 
tion guarantees freedom of speech, but Vice-President 
Spiro Agnew recently called for impeachment proceedings 
against Supreme Court Justice William O. Douglas for 
exercising that right. 

Behind Agnew’s attack on Douglas is the Nixon 
administration’s anger over two successive congressional 
rejections’ of Nixon’s nominees . for Supreme Court 
vacancies. 

Agnew argues that if the Senate eliowes Clement 
Haynsworth and Harold Carswell to be unfit for the 
Supreme Court, it should ‘also investigate Douglas’ 
qualifications. 

Since Supreme Court justices can be impeached only 
for “high erimes and misdemeanors,” it is unlikely the 
Senate will respond to Agnew’s suggestion. 

The only ‘‘crime’” Douglas has committed is to 
write a book, Points of Rebellion, which at one point 
suggests violent revolution may be-the only remaining

channel to right’ the wrongs which now = 
political and*sodial life in the U.S. 

Points of Rebellion has tindered Agnew’s recent out- 
burst against Dotiglas, but the Justice's tenure on} the 
court has been marked by other controversial events. 

In July 1967, Douglas, then-67, married for the fourth 
time. His three previous marriages ended in divorce, 
and his fourth to a young college student. outraged some 
members of Congress, 

In 1969 Douglas came under fire again because of 
his $12,000 a year post as president of a student fellowship 
foundation which had $2,000,000 stock holdings in a firm 
which owned three Las Vegas gambling casinos. 

Agnew .and other conservative Americans will be 
outraged by Douglas’s terse, clear indi¢tment of U.S. 
mores and institutions. For Points of Rebellion articulates 
and documents a subversive truth: life in the United 
States today has become institutionally anti-democratic. 

Many activists and radicals in the U.S. have been 
saying the same thing for years, but this book is 
especially ‘remarkable because “of ‘the stature of ‘its 
author.

On Trail of Arctic Mystery 
Hardship Never Daunted Him 


The Arctic holds’ many 
mysteries but none is more 
intriguing than the icy who- 
dunit that defied solution for 
just short of a century. 


Capt. Charles Francis Hall, 
high school dropout, black- 
smith, «engraver, « stationer, 
journalist, author and Arctic 
explorer died in the cabin-of 
his ship on the northern coast 
of Greenland in November 
1871 after drinking a cup of

coffee.. After the coffee Hall 
was violently ill and before he 
died he vowed he had been 
poisoried? 

They draped the U.S. flag 
over his bier and the crew 
paraded solemnly to a shallow 
grave in the permafrost. The 
verdict of the U.S. navy was 
“death from natural causes.” 

Doubts he left among his 
friends were dormant for 
years. Stefansson in 1938 
concluded that Hall a 
murdered by poison de- 
clared that it would be pos- 
sible to prove it by digging up 
the body so well preserved in 
the permafrost. 

In 1967 Farley Mowat, 
whose splendid book The 
Polar Passion gives a 
gripping account of Hall's 
death and old pictures of the 
burial, began to agitate for a 
solution to the mystery.

Loomis of Dartmouth College 
exhumed Hall’s body and the 
laboratory found arsenic in the 
hair and finger-nails.

Joe Heller 
Gets a Peek 
At Catch 22

HOLLYWOOD — Novelist 
Joseph Heller was in town for 
a look at his baby, Catch 22, 
That’s the wild, wonderful 
Second World War _ novel 
which has become a modern 
classic—3,500,000 copies sold. 
Heller remained absent while 
Mike Nichols filmed the $14,- 
700,000 movie ‘version which 


will have its premiere in 
June. 


Nor was Heller included in 
the script writing, which was 
the work of Buck Henry (The 
Graduate). This would seem 
to indicate remarkable fore- 
bearance for a man who 
devoted seven years of his life 
to writing a novel. 

“When I speak at univer- 
sities, I’m always asked if I 
had worked on the script,” 
Heller said. “When I say no, 
there is always a shuffling of 
feet, indicating the students 
felt this was wrong. But then 
I explain to them that novel- 
ists do not .necessarily make 
good script writers, especially 
of their own material. Nor do 
playwrights. 


‘It Was Fine’ 

“Somewhere along about 
the third rewrite, Mike and 
Buck* Henry showed me the 
script. I must say I thought it 
was fine. They had left in 
scenes that’I felt would have 
to come Gut of the movie 
script.” i

novel at night while He was

“But even though it took 
me seven years, I probably 
couldn't have written it faster 
if I had been a_ full-time 
author,” he added. .“I can 
only write about two hours a 
day.” 

Catch 22 was finally pub- 
lished in 1961, three years 
after his deadline with Simon 
and Schuster. A few small 
journals greeted it enthusias- 
tically, but .more of the. re- 
views were apathetic or hos- 
tile. 

“The book never made the 
best-seller list,’ Heller re- 
called. “The publisher had 
never had a book that sold 
over 15,000 copies and didn’t 
make the list, Catch 22 sold 
32,000 ‘in~its first year, but it 
started slowly; only by the 
end of the year was it selling 
a thousand copies a week. 

“Even the paperback edi- 
tion wasn’t big at first. But 
then. about 1965 it _ started 
taking off:.The Vietnam war 
undoubtedly helped...And the 
book. started to be embraced 
by a whole new generation of 
college students.” 


Sold It Early 


Heller sold ‘the film ‘rights 
to Columbia before the novel 
had established itself. The 
price—$100,000 plus $25,000 as 
consultant —- was not huge 
by standards of the time. But 
it was enough to make Heller 
realize that he no je “r need 
write a copy.

Japanese See 
First Version 
Of Scarlett’

TOKYO—“It’s one step short of an-Ameri- 
can. opera,” says Broadway’s Lehman Engel, 
conductor of the all-Japanese orchestra playing 
for the all-Japanese cast of “Scarlett,”-the ‘Im- 
periol. Theatre’s stunning new $1.3. million 
musical version. of ‘Gone With the’ Wind.” 

“It’s a bit more experimental in this direction, than 
“West Side Story” or ‘Carousel.’ So it’s ironic that it 
shoald be tested in Tokyo rather than New Haven.” ; 

More’ than ironic, added: director-cho pher Joe 
Layton (“George M1!) and composer rold' Rome 
(“Fanny”). Miraculotis comes closer to deseribing the 


‘achievement of Japanese and American collaborators and 


their’ interpreters’ in putting together the original 
production of a strictly American-style adaptation .of a 
vintage ‘American saga jn the improbable setting. of the 


Ginza. . 


The idea of doing a musical based on the late 
Margaret Mitchell's novel goes “back to the period 
immediately after the: Vivien Leigh-Clark Gable hit movie 
in 1939. :

David O. Selznick approached Oscar Hammerstein, 
Rome and others, but Broadway concluded it was too 
soon after the film. Since then, Selznick’s option has 
lapsed and the Mitchell estate, stung to find movie rights 
Sold for $50,000 minting millions, ‘has taken a suspicious 
look at new offers, 


When Japan's giant Toho entertainment cobine asked 
for the rights to do it as a play in Japanese three years 
ago, the surprised managers of the Mitchell estate finally 
concluded they had nothing to lose. They reacted 
similarly when this escalated promptly into Toho’s plan 
for a musical. 

The Japanese impresarios were gambling that the 
show would be a.-hit, atime gotiated successfully for a 


control clause assuring a cut in the United States and 
European box office. take, f 

The Mitchell estate calculated that a flop would still 
leave the field clear for a new United States. effort at 
some later time, while a. successful run, even in the

theatrically remote Tokyo, might actually help them to 
drive a good bargain for the European and United States 
musical rights. 

This is exactly what may :now be happening. Ingrid 
Bergman flew in from Paris to see the show earlier last 
month, pronouncing it “marvelous,” and her producer- 
husband, Lars Schmidt, is reportedly~bidding for the 
European rights. : 

David A. (Sonny) Werblin, co-owner of the ‘“Tonight’’ 
show ‘and former owner of the .New York Jets, made a 
four-day visit here to size up the possible cost of a United 
States production. 

The Werblin plan would tailor the show as a 
spectacular for the big, new civic auditoriums springing 
up around the country, Broadway would come relatively 
late, he explains. 

The Japanese have put on technically brilliant 
replicas of other American musicals, but these have been 
based on finished United States products packaged export 
long after their every orchestration has been perfected 
and their most minute production problems solved. 

Beginning with a relatively modest $167,000 produc- 
tion of “My Faif Lady” in 1963, Toho has progressed to 
more ambitious versions of ‘Fiddler on the Roof’ and 
“Man From la Mancha” within the past year. 

“Scarlett,” however, .marks the first time the 
Japanese have ever found themselves sharing in the birth 
pains of a brand new financail stake of their own in the 
outcome, and the first time they have ever been initiated 
to a host of exotic U.S. theatrical practices ranging from 
auditions to personalized improvisation reflecting. -the 
individual actor’s feel for a part. 

Layton, Rome and other Americans involved in the 
show sing the praises of Toho for its courage in tackling 
such a costly experiment but still have a slightly wild 
look in their eyes as they reflect on the built-in problems 
of a Ginza-Broadway partnership. 


Rome’s wife, Florence, has a contract with Random 
House for a book on the two-year adventure, to be 
entitled, predictably, ‘The Scarlett Letters.” 

By the time Toho began looking seriously for 
American talent in February, 1968, the Japanese stage 
version had. already wound up its hit run here. 

Playwright Kazuo Kikuta, who is Toho’s top executive 
and the most powerful figure in the Japanese 
entertainment world, ordered the production réopened for. 
a month so that his proposed United States collaborators 
could see it. 

Layton and Rome were impressed, convinced that a 


" musical-based on the Kikuta play would have an integrity 


of its own, standing apart from the book and movie. 

But this was the last time that the Americans and 
even most of the Japanese involved in the show — ever 
got to see the much-admired, much-feared Kikuta (‘‘The 
original inscrutable," says one longtime American 
devotee of the entertainment world here). He has played 
his role as producer and playwright through layers of 
intermediaries. 

Kikuta, 61, a wiry, mustachioed diabetic, made his 
way up from radio soap operas and is known variously in 
the industry as “Oki” (he devil) or “Kaminari" (thunder) 
for his domineering search for perfectionism in 
rehearsals. , 

Layton has made no attempt to curb the use of 
characteristically Japanese explosions and melodramatic, 
emotion, and the effect, initially: grating, sootr becomes 
credible and natural. 

Scarlett turns on Ashley with electrifying anger 
reminiscent. of the Kabuki, and Ashley. flings himself on 
the dead Melanie’s bed with a blood-curdling-scream that 
could not be heard anywhere but on the Japanese stage.

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NIGERIA TODAY AND TOMORROW 


Paving the Way for a Return to Democratic Civilian Rule

Nigeria today has four main 
post-war problems or issues 
to face: the three R's, 
‘Reconciliation with Ibos re- 
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turning to the fold, Rehabili- 
tation and Reconstruction; 
the states issue, paving the 
way for return to the demo- 
cratic, civilian administration

them by the British Govern- 
ment. But on January 1, 1900, 
the. Royal Niger Company’s 
charter was revoked and the 
administration of the territory 
was formally taken over by 
the British government. In 
-1906, the colony and protec- 
torate of Lagos became part 
of Southern Nigeria. At the 
same time, a protectorate 
was established over ‘North- 
ern Nigeria and the country's 
present boundaries were de- 
lineated. On January 1, 1914, 
the two protectorates were 
merged and, officially, 
Nigeria was born. 

In the making of Nigeria, 
the British gave no considera- 
tion to differénces between the 
people living in the 356,669 
square mile area they had 
lumped together — or cared 
whether such people would 
like to live together.

For purely administrative 
convenience,. therefore, 
Nigeria was made, The Brit- 
ish, however, recognized the 
differences in culture, lan- 


a loosely formed federation. 
They divided Nigeria into 
three regions along the major 
tribal ‘lines. The powerful 
Hausa Fulani Moslems were 
in the Northern region, the 
Yorubas in the western region 
and the Ibos in the east. 
These regions had virtual self 
government; little or nothing

ment.

instead of the old system 
where many tribes felt that 
aliens were ruling them. 

Thirdly, the new structure 
has started a healthy com- 
petition between the state 
governments inthe field of 
development and moderniza- 
tion; the weaker ones. now 
look to the more established 
ones for help in economic and 
educational fields. 

The Midwest State and 
Western State governments, 
for instance, last year sent 
over 600 graduates to the 
northern - states to teach in 
high schools there. 

And’ fourthly, it has actually 


brought ew closer te 
one another; the differences 
in tribe, language and cus- 
toms which were played up 
considerably in post-war in- 
dependence. politics are now 
being suppressed as everyone 
admits it is much better when 
the country sticks together. It 
is reasoned that Nigerians 
can develop their resources 
more easily. as a larger 
family than as mini-states. 
There is also the international 
scene where Nigerians, now 


know that one is likely to- 


exercise more influence when 
rich, big and prosperous. 
Another unifying factor is the 
civil war which no one wants 
to think has been fought in 
vain. 


Maybe because of the suc- | 


cess ‘of the states structure,’ 
some “prominent Nigerians 
have ‘advoéated the creation 
of more states. Chief Obafemi 
Awolowo has said in over 
three books he has authored 
about Nigeria that there 
should be 18 
country. 


A section of the Yorubas in 
the Western State have also 
called for their own state, a 
demand which culminated in 
the-tax and farmers’ riots of 
1969. The Ibos of the Midwest 
State and those of Onitsha 
division of the East Central 
State have said they are 
different from other Ibos and 
so would want their own 


“ Onitsha, as does Ukpabi 
Asika, the- present adminis- 
trator of the East Central 
State. 


General Yakubu Gowon, the 
head of Federal military 
government, himself from a 
minority tribe in the north, 
said during the war\that more 
states would certainly be 
created. It is not known if he 
would do this by decree or 
would leave this chore to the 
Constitutional Assembly 
which would pave the way for 
return to civilian government. 
And this brings me to the 


third major 


\General 
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issue. facing 
Nigeria —. how soon the 
military administrators can 
re-establish civilian adminis- 
tration. 

A correspondent writing. for 
the Colonist on February 12, 
1970, remarked that the Fed- 
eral. government was reluc- 
tant to return power to 
civilian politicians, ridiculing 
Gowon's assurance 
that: ‘We have given our 
word that we shall return to 
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continued from previous page 


the barracks and return to 
the barracks we shall. But 
first, we have~to sort” out 
things.” 

General Gowon, since he 
came to power in July 1966, 


has built an aura of honesty 
around himself; His unflinch- 
ing belief in a united Nigeria 
is no doubt responsible for the 
country coming out of the 
war not as scathed as it could 
have been. And, of course, his 
insistence on granting 
amnesty to all former rebels 
is an action which has earned 
him the respect. of all Ni- 
gerians and statesmen all 
over the world. 


When he says, therefore, 
that the army will pull out, 
Nigerians agree he means it. 
And if he. can help it, he 
would do so today. 


There are, however, a few 
of his lieutenants, especially 
some of the military gover- 
nors’ who, not wanting to 
relinquish the glamorous and 
rewarding office of state 
governor, would ‘want to 
continue in power. 


But, as he said, there are 
problems to sort out; prob- 
lems arising immediately 
after the war; the widespread 
corruption the First Army 
coup leaders of January 15, 
1966, said they would rid 
Nigeria: of, and the drawing 
up of a new constitution to 
suit the second republic. 


There is no doubt that as 
soon as the rehabilitation 
problems are taken care, of, 
a constituent. assembly of 
representatives from all over 
the country would be called to 
discuss the future of the 
country and what kind of 
constitution it should have. 
That of the first republic was 
suspended in 1966. Among the 
principal subjects to be dis- 
cussed’ are: what kind of 
political system should we 
have? Should we retain the 
old multi-party system or 
become a one-party system? 
What should be ‘the relation- 
ship between the state gov- 
ernmenmts. and Federal 
Government—should the Fed- 
eration be —closely . knit — or 
should the states have more 
power than they have now? 
Shall we have a military 
presidential commission like 
the troika in Ghana? What 
system of revenue allocation 
should exist among states? 


‘This assembly might: be an 
enlarged version of the ad-hoc 
committee comprising repre- 
sentatives of all the regions 
which General Gowon called. 
to consider the 
political future of the country. 
The work of the committee 


_ was disrupted by the civil 


war, 


The most important deci- 
sion the assembly will have ‘to 
make when it meets, cer- 
tainly before the year runs 
out, is whether Nigeria should 
have a one-party system or a 
multi-party. system. 


On this decision, I per- 
sonally feel, will hinge the 
future harmony and conse- 
quent prosperity of Nigeria. 

African states have tried 
within the past 10 years to 
emulate ‘the -multi-party sys- 
tem of government’ which 
exists in Western democracies 
without success. Political 


divisive nature in politics also 
extended to the running of 
governments. Development 
programs which would have 
aided the poor masses were 


“thrown aside as “each party 


strove to control govern- 
ments, sometimes embezzling 
government funds for such 
purposes. 

The failure of post-indepen- 
dence politics, therefore, led 
to coups, civil disorders and 
in some cases, . economic 
stagnation. 


Despite the civil war and 
all we have sacrificed, I do 
not think Nigerians have 
acquired that mental magni- 
tude as to be able to practise 
the kind of sophisticated 
politics practised in the West. 
The bickering will resume, 
civil disorders will start all 
over with consequent effect 
on the economy and the 
development process. During 
the civil war there was little 
foreign investment in ~the 
country and only few existing 
industries expanded because 
of the uncertain atmosphere. 

The one-party system 
seems therefore a temporary 
solution to our political prob- 
lems, at least at the Federal 
level. The party, for instance, 
wil .bave entatives. 
from all the states; everyone 
will speak with one voice and 
attention would be focused 
on developing the country and 
raising the living standard of 
the people. 

The «success of such an 
arrangement will, however, 
depend on the quality of 
leadership we get. A few 
leaders who have been on the 
scene for a long time have 
indigated their willingness to 
return to Federal politics. 
Notably among these are 
Chief Obafemi Awolowo, 


popular among Southern pro- . 


tressives; Chief Anthony 
Enahoro from a minority 
group in the Midwestern State 
but well-liked. by all the big 
tribes (he has been in Federal 
politics since the 1940s); and 
Mr. Joseph Tarka from & 


minority tribe in the North. | 


The only known leader from 
the Hausa Fulani north is 
Alhaji Aminu: Kano — the 
present Federal commissioner 
for communications. 


With this group joining 
hands with other politicians in 
a single party, there is no 
doubt in my mind that 
Nigeria will have a smooth 
and harmonious administra- 
tion. 

Tt is not known yet if some 
military leaders will leave the 
army to go into politics. 
Gowon's case is, however, 
categorical: no politics. f 

The. fourth objective for 
Nigeria today is the formula- 
tion of “national objectives.” 
Chief Awolowo, who is also 
the Federal commissioner for. 
finance, wag addressing other 
state finance commissioners 
recently when he requested 
them to start thinking of 
economic goals for Nigeria. 

The war was seen in some 
quarters in Nigeria as being a 
blessing in disguise, because 
it made the people realize 
their economic potentialities. 
Chief Awolowo disclosed at 
this conference that the war 
cost Nigeria about $900 
million~ dollars without the 
country borrowing a nickel 
from any outside source.

“It’s got to help to know the right people in the 
right places. The Vancouver Garibaldi Olympic 
committee is not about to deny this important fact of 
life. Not in their most very important moment. 


That's why Bunny Ahearne, 
the International Ice Hockey 
Federation president, wes an 
invited guest this past week. 
That’s also partly why Prince 
Philip was a Vancouver ,visi- 
tor last October. 

Prince Philip is “right 
people.” That's established. 
But it is extremely doubtful if 
he can control any sizeable 
bloc of votes in the Jnter- 
national Olympic Committee. 
But the simple fact that he 
came, and liked what he saw 
at Whistler Mountain, won't 
lose any either. 

It is a much more reason- 
able -assumption, however, 
that Ahearne does control the 
opinion of more than_a few 
otherwise uncommitted dele- 


gates. That's why his opinion 
was specifically sought out 
the past few days. He was 
spirited here for no other 
reason than to give his 
blessing to Garibaldi, if he. 
thought it warranted, and 
also, if possible, to suggest 
that he would give his support 
to Garibaldi’s bid for the '76 
winter games. : 

Those were the basics. In 
that regard, the invitation 
could be considered a cor- 
plete success. Ahearne had 
seen the Garibaldi brochure 
earlier. He knew what. the 
winter Olympics Games need- 
ed. And now he was on the 
site, at Whistler Mountain. 
There was no need for the 
VGOC to lobby further. 
Ahearne was‘sold. . 


Of course, he was sold. 
What else could he say? Well, 
he did have something else to 
say. And he wasn’t about to 
gloss over what he thought 
was a despicable job by Earl 
Dawson of the Canadian Ama- 
teu: Hogkey. Association. He 
called it “ratting” and in his 
attempt to clear up the “half 
truths” “which he said Cana- 
dians had been led to believe 
concerning ‘the world hockey 
situaton, he also ‘Jaid it 
strictly on the line for Gari- 
baldi, and Canada.

This year in the votes for 
1976, the “summer games 
appear to be between Los 
Angeles, and. Moscow. The 
Russiah capital was a late 
starter in the Olympic stakes. 
But ‘it is: a strong runner, 
nevertheless. Because what 
Russia® wants, Ivan usually 
gets. 

It.may be ‘‘the spirit of ’76” 
in America, but the Com- 
munist block appears stronger 
when’ it comes to IOC loyal- 
ties. 

Russia’s satelittes have 
been told what they are 
supposed to do, and it 
wouldn't surprise anyone, if a 
number of other Asian and 
African nations followed suit. 
Particuarly those nations who 
protected South Africa’s par- 
ticipation in the 1968 Olympics 
at Mexico City. Little came 
of their protestations until 
Russia also said .that South 
Africa might be. unworthy 
because of its apartheid poli- 
cies, 

Presto: South Africa was 
out. Those smaller nations 
haven't forgotten. 

And besides Europe has the 
biggest number of. Olympic 
votes. i 

True, Montreal has sub- 
mitted a bid as well. But it 
isn’t considered a threat to 
the othefs, 

So, by the simple process of 
distributing the other goodies 
around the globe, this could 
mean. that North America 


‘ would be in line for the Winter 


games, Which matches Den- 
ver against Garibaldi. 
Experts say this would be a 


mismatch. ae be no 


contest. Denver doesn’t belong 
in the same league. That's 
why the VGOC was smiling 
through the winter months.

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One Last Crash of Rifles as the

The drums, emblazoned with the regiment’s 
battle honors, are marched on parade for the last 
time. The rifles held by the stern-faced soldiers 
crash ina final feu de joie. 

Canada’s oldest regiment dies. 

Today in a ceremony at Work Point Barracks, 
the officers and men of the 1st Battalion, Queen’s 
Own Rifles of Canada, stand tall. 

They celebrate the 110th birthday of. their 
beginning’ on April 26, 1860. 

». They anticipate another beginning. 
Monday, in an official ceremony the QORs 
beeome the 3rd: Battalion, Princess Patricia’s 
Canadian Light Infantry. 

At » today’s -.ceremony, 
emotion are absent. 

It is tonight; in the messes, that the Queen’s 
Own will mourn their own passing. 

In 1860 six’ ¥ifle companies joined to become 
Canada’s first militia rifle regiment. Those were 

‘the days of Canada’s national birth pangs and the 
militia was to take the place of the departed 
British troops, 


outward ‘signs of 


They were a dedicated lot and when they 
received their first blooding, fighting the Fenians 
in the Battle of Ridgeway, June 2, 1866, they were 
ready-equipped with valor, humar and loyalty. 

Sir William Mulock, a sergeant at that battle, 
wrote of an incident that centred around the adju- 
tant, a certain Capt. W. D. Otter, who was later to 
hécome Canada’s first general. 


The adjutant was fond of dashing around on his horse 
which one day shied, depositing him in the middle of a creek. 

As the bedraggled officer scrambled out, “a nearby 
rifleman remarked, sotto voce, “I’ve been here three days 
and that’s the first dam’ otter I’ve seen in this creek!” 

It was this spirit that kept the men going as they trudged 
northward in 35-below..weather to take their part in crushing 
the Northwest Rebellion. 

Sir Henry Mill Pellatt, whdse old home, Casa Loma, still 
stands ‘as an historical site in central Toronto, 
commanding officer when the regiment reached its 50th 
anniversary in 1910.

Used as a rallying point, they would have been a dead 
give-away to the enemy. :

ering Institute of Canada. 

It is the branch’s second 
statement to the Times in 
opposition te three miles of 
steel poles 7 feet high B.C. 
Hydro proposes along Inter- 
urban and Burnside Roads to 
carry 132,000-volt transmis- 
sion lines. 
¢‘The members of. this 
branch of the Institute submit 
that this cost comparison is 
unreasonable,’’ ‘says the letter 
from chairman P. W. E, 
Campbell. 


ADDITIONAL.COST 


“When compared with the 
$30 to $35 million cost of 
generating ard transmitting 
power from, Jordan River to 
the Greater Victoria ‘area, the 
additional cost of installing 
underground wiring. (say from 
the George Tripp substation 
to the Hersey. substation) is in 
the order of 000 more. 

“In this context the. ad- 
ditional” cost comes ‘to ap- 
proximately 3 per cent. of the 
total project.” >

One of the nicest things” 
about tie-lying is that anyone 
can do it. 

“People won’t believe” me 
when. I tell them how easy it 
is to tie-dye,” said Shirley 
Brown. 

Shirley, a Montreal public 
relations representative in 
Victoria recently as part of a 
two-week tour of the Western 
provinces. Her job was to 
arrange demonstrations and 
let Canadian women in on this 
latest twist to do-it-yourself 
fashions. 

Tie-dying is hardly new, but 
it is going through major 
revival. 

“In New York, I’m told, the 
teen-agers hold tie-dye 
parties,”’ Shirley said. 

“Every tie-dye pattern is 
unique, .too,”’ she said. “A 
friend in Montreal offered me

«A recent tie-dying demon- 
stration is a local department 
store. featured Dorothy Ray, 
who has been showing Vic- 
torians how to use almost 
everything from new food 
products to furniture finishing 
kits for the past 16 years. 

Shirley Brown, who organ- 
ized tie-dying’ demonstrations 
all over Canada, only had 
time to give Dorothy one 
lesson, but that was enough to 
cover the basic techniques. 

These pictures were taken 
during a practice session and 
shortly after the photographer 
left Dorothy proved that it is 
almost impossible to tie-dye—a 
mistake. 

“I don’t like the colors,” 
she commented after undoing 
one cluster of knots in which 
she had had no confidence at 
all, ‘“‘but the pattern is nice.”

needs: 

The article of fabric to be 
dyed; 

Rubber bands and-or string; 

Dye; 

Shallow pans of glass, 
metal or enamel (for really 
big things a bathtub ‘is best, 
and will come clean with a 
chlorine bleach cleanser) ; 

An eye dropper. 

For complicated tie-dying 
one might also need bleach or 
color remover, plastic wrap 
to protect Jarge areas of the 
fabric and a stove or hot 
plate to keep the dye warm. 

Dorothy wasn’t wearing 
rubber gloves, but as her 
fifigers turned muddy purple, 
she noted that it would be a 
very good idea to do so. 

The fabric should first be 
washed to remove sizing or 
dirt and should be damp when 
knotted to help the dye 
penetrate. 

The easiest knot is the 
rosette —, one lump of 
material is tied off with 
string or elastic. The fabric 
under the elastic stays the 
original color, forming a 
cireular pattern. 

An example .of the rosette 
with the knot dyed the lighter 
shade. is at the far left of the 
first picture. 

The doughnut is a variation 
on the rosette. The centre of 
the rosette is punched in so it 
is caught under the elastic, 
making concentric circles. 

Stripes can be made by 
either gathering or folding the 
material and tying at inter-: 
vals. 

A fourth kind of knot, not 
illustrated here, is made by 
puckering the material be- 
tween the fingers to form 
many little pouches and 
wrinkles, and holding them all 
in place with a rubber band 
or string. .

Peter Benchley writing for 
Newsweek described tie-dying 
as being “as old as ancient 
Asia, as primitive as back- 
woods Nigeria“and as new as 
now.”

The piece.of cloth Dorothy 
used for these pictures was 
folded double before the knot 
was made to simulate an 
already assembled dress or 
blouse. 

As the last picture shows, 
even though there was only 
one knot, the designs created 
are, not identical. 

Though the instructions 
may say to keep the dye bath 
at a simmer, it can be 
allowed to cool to lukewarm 
for heat-sensitive fabrics. 
When the dye is cool, how- 
ever, the fabric must be left 
in longer if a deep, perma- 
nent shade is to be acheived.

Still on the subject of 
shade, one must remember 
that once dried, the fabric 
can be many shades lighter 
than when it was.wet. 

When several dye baths are | 
used, one should begin with 
the lightest color and proceed 
to the darkest. 

After each dye bath, the 
fabric should be thoroughly 
rinsed in cold water to 
remove excess dye. 

Dying will not automatically | 
hide a stain as the stained 
section will absorb dye at a 
different rate, and show it. 

Preparation of the fabric, 
then, must include removing 
stains, and if necessary, 
color, as well as removing 
sizing and dirt. |

Duncan claims to have re- 
ceived ‘a tremendous amount 
of co-operation” from «the 
Royal-- Family, though _ the 
book is not officially author- 
ized. He talked to a number of 
them informally as well as to 
close friends of the royal 
circle. 

Duncan says in the book 
that Wilson began his relation- 
ship with the Queen on a 
“folksy’”’ note by asking if he 
could bring his wife when he 
formally kissed hands on his 
appointment as prime minis- 
ter. His father and sister also 
attended the Buckingham Pai- 
ace function. 

Duncan quotes a close ob- 
Server as saying: “The Queen 
thinks Harold’s a prosy old 
bore, a petit bourgeois.”

In a Daily Telegraph inter- 
view, Duncan said that the 
Queen was “upset and an- 
noyed”’ by Wilson's attitude 
on Rhodesia and Anguilla. 

“I have tried to show that 
the Queen has political views 
of her own and is not just a 
cabbage," he added. ‘‘She is a 
much more -intelligent woman 
than people think.”

These and assorted other 
bizarre details emerged 
recently from a House com- 
merce subcommittee’s inves- 
tigation of the CBS role in an 
alleged plot to invade Haiti in 
1966 and 1967.

In Invasion Plot Bared 


Perry Wolff, an executive — 
news producer, insisted. the 
episode was an aborted foray 
into’ investigative reporting 
that flopped. ‘We never 
staged anything,” insisted 
Leonard. : 

It began in 1966 when a 
CBS producer-reporter, Jay 
McMullen, set out to film a 
gun-smuggling report and ran 
into a supposed plot by exile 
Cubans and Haitains to in- 
vade Haiti. He filmed shots of 
exiles plotting around a din- 
ner table, of guns being 
transported to Miami, and of 
the “invaders” being trained 
to shoot ancient rifles some- 
where in Florida. 

The subcommittee, which 
has held secret hearings 
before, claimed many of those 
filmed have testified they 
received payments for their 
parts and were considered 
“employees” of CBS, 


According to Rep. John FE. 
Moss (D—Calif.), McMullen’s 
assistant on the job, Anthony 
St, George, testified in closed 
session that there was an 
understanding the refugees 
filmed could be .paid in cash. 

The CBS executives replied 
some of the men were paid 
normal cash “releases” for 
being filmed, that CBS did 
pay consultant fees to an 
arms dealer named Mitchell 
Werbell, and financed a 1500 
dollar trip to thg/Dominican 
Republic for some refugees 
and a film crew. 

But, asked- if CBS paid 
money to promote an invasion 
it could film, Leonard replied 
firmly, ‘‘No, sir." 

. Besides, Leonard replied, 


the project-was canceled and 
the film never broadcast. He 
had written a memo.an late 
1966 declaring that it all 
amounted merely to the “‘non- 


adventures of a rag-tag crew 
that would even make | 
Duvalier look good." 


The network executives | 
were criticized for playing 
along with what might have 
been an invasion of another 
country ‘from American soil, 
contrary to U.S. foreign 
policy. Leonard said fe had 
understood that certain people 
in the U.S. government were 
aware of the invasion corps 
anyway. 

Outisde the hearing room 
later, McMullen, the pro- 
ducer, told reporters. that 
some scenes had indeed been 
faked by his assistant, St, 
George, whom he had 
promptly fired. He insisted 
also that the government 
must have known something 
of the affair because the 
Georgia arms dealer, Werbell, 
was discovered to be in touch 
with the CIA in Miami. 

However, Moss insisted he 
had discovered that the CIA 
knew nothing of the operation. 


“When news becomes such 
a@ valuable commodity that it 
has to be manufactured and 
involves relations with other 
countries, it breaches any 
bounds of reasonableness,” 


Rogers added: ‘I’m con-

Icelanders Successful Settlers.

Among the most successful 
settlers who ever came to 
Canada were the Icelanders, 
who arrived in Manitoba on 
April 25, 1875., An eruption of 
the voleano Mount Hecla had 
made many people in Iceland 
homeless, and Governor- 
General Lord Dufferin, who 
knew Iceland well, suggested 
that they should come to 
Canada. 

The first party arrived in 
1873 and settled in the 
Muskoka Lakes area of On- 
tario. It was followed by 
others in 1874 who went to 
Kinmount, Ontario,, and also 
Mooseland Heights, Nova 
Scotia. 

Although the Muskoka 
Lakes are now a wonderful

Other Icelanders followed 
until 1887 which was a banner 
year for settlement. Then 
some of the Gimli people left 
to found new colonies in 
Winnipeg, Selkirk and other 
parts of the Northwest. 

The Icelanders brought few 
possessions with:them but 


they had a great love of 
language and literature. They 
learned to speak English 
more quickly than any other 
race. Many of them could 
speak fluently in six months 
without a trace of accent. 

When Manitoba was made 
into a province in 1870, it was 
bilingual, meaning English 
and French. Nine. years later 
it was multi-lingual, with the 
arrival of the Icelanders and 
also 6,000 German-speaking 
Mennonites. The Mennonites 
were given land, religious 
freedom, and exemption from 
military service.

MONTREAL’ (CP) —. Rob- 
ert Bourassa, head of the 
Quebec Liberal party since 
January, scorns the tradi- 
tional format of provincial 
election campaigns which he 
describes as ‘‘a policy of road 
patching, hospital - expansion 
and bridge building." 

Touring the province in his 
campaign for the April 29 gen- 
eral election, the 36-year-old 
leader says he is presenting a 
“responsible electoral pro- 
gram.” 

“For us, the era of prom- 
ises of all types is over,"’ he 
said in unveiling the Liberal 
electoral platform at a news 
conference in Montreal. 

Mr. Bourassa is said to be 
bitter dver the fact that the 
Union Nationale government, 
in searching for a new man- 
date, has pledged to build a 
trans-Quebec highway costing 
billions of dollars, to launch a 
$50,000,000 road rebuilding 
program “in. eastern Quebec 
and to reduce taxes. 

All this, he says, from a 
government that in the last 
four years has shown. signs of 4p.

come.a candidate by Rene Le- 
vesque, then a Liberal cabinet 
minister who later bolted the 
party to form the separatist 
Parti Quebecois. 

Earlier, at the age of 30, 
Bourassa was secretary 


of a provincial royal commis- 
sion of inquiry into Quebec's 


“financial situation. 


Quebec politicians described 
him as a determined-and am- 
bitious man. 

On this latter description, 
his wife Andree, wealthy 
daughter of one of the foun- 
ders of Marine Industries Ltd. 
in Sorel, Que., comments: 

“When we say that someone 


is ambitious, this is a moral . 


judgment of a person and I 
myself, when speaking of 
Robert, prefer to describe him 
as one who surpasses him- 
self.” 

Robert Bourassa does not 
strike the pose of a power-ma- 
nipulating political person.

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One Last: Crash of Rifles as the Queen's Own Dies

The drums, emblazoned with the regiment’s 
battle honors, are marched on parade for the last 
time. . The rifles held by the stern-faced soldiers 
crash in a final feu de joie. 

Canada’s oldest regiment dies, 

Today in a ceremony at Work Point Barracks, 
the officers and men of the 1st Battalion, Queen’s 
Own Rifles of Canada, stand tall. 

They celebrate the 110th birthday of their 
beginning on April 26, 1860. 

They anticipate another beginning. 

Monday, in an official cerémony the QORs 
become the 3rd Battalion, Princess Patricia’s 
Canadian Light Infantry. 

At today’s . ceremony, 
emotion are absent. 

It is tonight, in the messes, that the Queen’s 
Own will mourn their own’ passing. 

In 1860 six rifle companies joined to become 
Canada’s first militia rifle regiment. Those were 
the days of Canada’s national birth pangs and the 
militia was ‘to take the place of the departed 
British troops.

They were a dedicated lot and when they 
received their first blooding, fighting the Fenians 
in the Battle of Ridgeway, June 2, 1866, they were 
ready-equipped with valor, humor and loyalty. 

5 Sir William. Mulock, a sergeant at that battle, 
wrote of an incident that*centred around the adju- 
tant,-a certain Capt. W. D. Otter, who was later to 
become Cahada’s first general. j 

The adjutant was fond of dashing around on his horse 
which one day shied, depositing him in the middle of a creek. 
As. the, bedraggled officer scrambled out, a nearby 
rifleman remarked, sotto voce, “I’ve been here three days 
and that’s the first dam’,otter I’ve seen in this creek!” 
It was this spirit that kept the men going as they trudged 
' northward in 35-below weather to take their part in crushing 
the Northwest Rebellion. 
Sir Henry Mill Pellatt, whose old home,.Casa.Loma, still 
stands ds an historical site in central Toronto, was 


commanding officer when the regiment reached its 50th 
anniversary in 1910. 


+He decided to celebrate in style and financed a trip to 
England: .for--the- men. The aim was. to show Britain that 
Canada stoody ready at her side. 

‘Toronto city council insured all the men while they were 
~everseas, While the officers were expected to finance their 
own keep, riflemen were paid 25 cents a day, non-
